King of Spain Will Come Here 
Next Summer if

London, January 24.—It is stated that 
there is a probability that King Alfon- 
so of Spain will visit the United States 
possibly next summer, should the po- 
litical situation in his kingdom permit 
of his doing so. It seems that Alfonso 
has been greatly interested on the sub. 
ject of a trip to the United States 
since a visit to that country by his 
war minister’s son, and often has ex- 
pressed a desire to make a journey 
there. 

It is understood that the matter now 
is being seriously considered by the 
Spanish government with a view to 
carrying out the desires of the king. 

During a recent conversation with 
Senor Azearato, the republican leader, 
and vice president of the Spanish 
chamber of deputies, King Alfonso re- 
marked that he was considering mak- 
ing a visit to the American continent.

Believed New Ministry Will Re- 
fuse fo Cede City, 


ALLIES ARE AWAITING REPLY 


Issue. of Peace or War Hangs on 
Answer of Turkey to Note 
of the Powers. 


RUMOR SAYS THAT TURKS 
HAVE DETHRONED SULTAN 


London, January 24,—A rumor 
was current in London, Paris and 
Berlin tonight to the effect that the 
sultan of Turkey had been de- 
throned and a republic proclaimed. 

There was no confirmation of the 
rumor anywhere, and it was gener- 
ally discredited in official circles. 


London, January 24.—Some days 
must elapse before the situation aris- 
ing from the tevolution in Constanti- 
nople becomes clear. As far as may be 
judged, there is no intention on the 
part of the new Turkish government 
to force matters or to resume hostil- 
ities if any reasonable compromise 
with the Balkan allies is possible. 

A dispatch from Constantinople to- 
night says the council of ministers sat 
today to discuss the reply they will 
make to the note of the powers, and 
it is believed this reply, while insist- 
ing on the retention of Adrianople by 
Turkey, will point to Thursday's dem- 
onstration as a real manifestation of 
the national will. 

Russia a Menace. 

The new government is finding diffi- 
culty in filling the post of foreign min- 
ister. The portfolio has been offered 
several of the Turkish ambassadors 
abroad, but thus far all have declined, 
Until the ministry is completed by the 
apointment of a sheik-ul-islam. and a 
foreign minister, it is probable that 
no definite steps will be taken. De- 
velopments in the situation are await- 
ed throughout Europe with the great- 
est concern, as danger might arise 
through active intervention by Russia. 

The Balkan delegates to the peace 
conference in London show no desire 
for precipitate action. They have ac- 
cepted the advice of the ambassadors 
of the powers to await the reply of 
the new Turkish government to the 
ambassadors’ note before forming any 
resolutions ag to their future pro- 
cedure, 

Opinion among the 
greatly divided. Some maintain it is 
useless to wait longer, in view of de- 
velopments at Constantinople, which 
are considered eloquent proof of the 
attitude the new ministry intends to 
take. Others take the view that it is 
impossible for Enver Bey to be taken 
seriously. 

Young Turks Unsupported. 

In addition, they argue, the Young 
Turks, who lost power owing to the 
absolute unpreparedness of the coun- 
try under their regime in the war with 
Italy, cannot now have the support of 
a majority of the people, as the same 
unpreparedness for which they were 
responsible has been further demon- 
started to exist in the war with the 
Balkan allies. 

Naturally, the Young Turks, some 
of the delegates say, have worked very 
hard to regain power. Their activity 
has been especially marked in the 
army, but it is not believed the bulk 
of the army is ready to support them, 
and these delegates think it is not im- 
possible that a counter revolution wil] 
undo whatever was achieved by the 
Young Turks Thursday. Those of the

Police Committee Wants 
See if Chief Beavers Is 
Too Strict. 


The police committee, through A. &. 
Colcord, its chairman, announces that 
it will begin today 4 personal investi- 
gation of boarding tuuses denied per- 
mits on the recommendation of Police 
Chief James L. Beavers. 

The attitude of the committee indi- 
cates that members are determined to 
learn for themselves if Chief Beavers’ 
crusade against vice is “too strenuous,” 
as was charged by Mayor James G. 
Woodward when he called the commit- 
tee in conference Friday morning. 

Has Chief Too Much Powert 

It has been the custom of the com- 
mittee to accept the recommendations 
of Chief Beavers. Mayor Woodward 
declared that it was giving the police 
chief too much power, and Councilman 
Claude L. Ashley, one of the mayor's 
closest friends, stated to council, Mon- 
day afternoon, that the power vested 
in the chief wag too “egar-like”’” and 
placed a dangerous weapon in the 
hands of the police. 

“It’s outrageous to hound these un- 
fortunate women to death,” Mayor 
Woodward commented, Friday after- 
noon. “If they want ta reform, | be- 
lieve in giving them a square deal.”’ 

Chairman Colcord <ienied that 
Mayor Woodward called the committee 
to confer with him so that he could 
dictate the policy of the committee in 
the matter of granting permits to 
boarding houses. H admitted that J. 
W. Ogden’s protest to the mayor was 
discussed. Ogden is a brother of Mrs. 
Ww. J. Ray, whose room in the Hender- 
son hotel was recently raided by de- 
tectives. Ogdém-eame from Knoxvllle, 
Tenn., to assist his sister. He person- 
ally told Mayor Woodward that he was 
going to prosecute the detectives. He 
also told the mayor that the' raid was 
outrageous, and the mayor is said to 
have agreed with him. 

“See Colcord,” Says Mayor. 

“See Colcord. He'll tell you what the 
conference was about,” Mayor W ood- 
ward suggested, when quizzed. “‘He 
has the matter in hand.” 

Chairman Colcord said that he was 
not prepared to outline the policy of 
the police committee. He declared 
that he had not definitely decided on 
what he would ask the committee to 
do in the matter of curbing the police 
raids on hotels and boarding houses, 

“We cannot hope reach a-solu- 
tion unless we go thoroughly into the 
matter,” Chairman Colcord said. “It 
don’t make much difference what indi- 
vidual views are. The problem is a 
serious one, and must be worked out 
judiciously.” 

Members of the police committee 
freely discussed the conference with 
Mayor Woodward, but were not willing 
to be quoted. One member said that 
Mayor Woodward firmly took the posi- 
tion that he expected the committee to 
give former inmates of the restricted 
district a “square deal.” The mayor 
also took a decided stand against the 
committee turning down boarding 
house permits solely on the recommen- 
dations of Police.Chief Beavers, and 
urged the committee to make its own 
investigations before acting. | 

Too Serious a Matter. 

“T¢’s too serious a matter to leave 
entirely with the pdlice,” the mayor 
was quoted as saying. 

Mayor Woodward also told the com- 
mittee that he. thought such power in 
the hands of the police would be disas- 
trous. 

“A majority of the members of the 
committee are opposed to ignoring the 
reports of Chief Beavers,” said a mem- 
ber who is close to the mayor. ‘They 
are firm in the belief that the chief 
should have the authority to make an 
investigation of every applicant and 
make a report to the committee, but 
are willing to adopt only those reports

New York, January 24.—A series of 
disturbances occured in the hotel and 
restaurant districts tonight when thou- 
Sands of striking waiters and sympa- 
thizers overran some of the principal 
streets and engaged in serious rioting. 

The rioting followed several thou- 
sand employees in crippling the service 
ina number of big hotels. Failing to tie- 
up other establishments, the riotous 
elements carried on a warfare of jos- 
tling patrons, turning in false alarms of 
fire, at attacking waiters who have not 
walked out and throwing bricks 
through windows. 

Wihen the theater audiences began 
to pour forth on their way home the 
disturbers were still overflowing the 
sidewalks. Men and women in evening 
clothes were forced inta the streets as 
idlers swept the down town. Many 
fights resulted when escorts retaliated 
with fists,

without giving Turkey a blow, taking 
advantage of the confusion ensuing by 
reason of the revolution in Constanti- 
nople. 

Allies Await Reply. 

As a whole, however, the allies in- 
tend, if possible, to wait for Turkey's 
reply to the powers, and if it is un- 
satisfactory, to present an ultimatum 
to the Turkish delegates demanding a 
categorical answer concerning the dis- 
position of Adrianople and the Aegean 
islands. Failing to obtain satisfaction, 
the armistice then will be denounced 
and hostilities resumed. The Turkish 
delegation tonight still was without 
instructions from Constantinople. It 
finds itself in an embarrassing posi- 
tion, as Rechad Pasha and Selih Bey 
are Old Turks and Osman Nizami 
Pasha, the other delegate, is a Young 
Turk. Nizami, who also is ambassador 
to Germany, says he hopes Germany 
will not abandon Turkey to the mercy 
of the other powers at this time, as\ 
the new ministry contains strong pro- 
German elements. 

Mahmoud Schefket Pasha, the new 
grand vizier and minister of war, was 
a pupil and protege of the German 
field marshal, General Baron von der 
Galtz. Enver Bey, after the revolu- 
tion in 1909, went to Germany as mil- 
itary attache to the Turkish embassy, 
where he remained until the war with 
Italy broke out. In event of a resump- 
tion of hostilities, he is indicated as 
the natural commander in chief of the 
Turkish army. 

During the Italian war Enver Bey 
organized the guerilla warfare, which 
caused the Italians much trouble and 
heavy losses in Tripoli. 

It is believed the new Turkish min- 
istry wil have as a supporter Herr von 
Jagow, the German minister of foreign 
affairs. During the Turco-Italian war 
Von Jagow, as German ambassador to 
Italy protected Turkish subjects there, 
and energetically used his influence 
in an endeavor to induce Premier 
Giolitti to abandon the idea of ‘Italy 
assuming complete sovereignty over 
Libya.

NAZIM PASHA MET DEATH 
FACING DEMONSTRATORS 


Constantinople, January 24.—Nazim 
Pasha, the commander of the Turkish 
army, received his death wound while 
expostulating with a crowd of demon- 
strators for having become embroiled 
in a conflict at the grand vizierate. 
The official version of the affray, which 
is termed a “regrettable incident,” was 
issued tonight. 

When the demonstrators, it § says, 
headed by Enver Bey, one of the lead- 
ers of the Young Turk party, pene- 
tratea the grand vizierate in an at- 
tempt to enter the council chamber 
they were stopped by Fafiz Bey, aide de 
camp to the grand vizier, who, draw- 
ing hig revolver, fired a shot at them. 
The aide de camp of Nazim Pasha also 
fired at the crowd, his bullet striking 
Mehmed Nedjif, one of the demonstra- 
tors. The demonstrators thereupon re- 
plied and Nazim’s aide de camp was 
instantly killed. 

Nazim Pasha, who was in the council 
chamber, heard the shots and rushed 
outside. Facing the demonstratorg he 
upbraided them, calling them ill-man- 
nered curs. While he was speaking a 
bullet cut short his remarks and he 
fell dead. 

A secret police agent and an at- 
tendant of the Sheik Ul-Islam, head of 
the Mohammedan clergy, also were 
killed. 

The leading unionists of Constanti- 
mople declare the shooting of Nazim 
was unpremeditated, and much re- 
gretted, but under the circumstances, 
unavoidable. They say the unionists 
bore no ill toward Nazim, whose open 
and soldierly character made him re- 
spected even by his political opponents.

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AN EPOCH AT COLUMBIA. 


The Fifth National Corn exposition, 
which opens Monday in Columbia, 8S. C., 
marks an epoch of vital significance to 
every materia] interest in the southern 
states. The exhibition will visualize to the 
nation no less than to the south the fact 
that this section is rapidly overthrowing 
the all-cotton bogie. Since agriculture still 
is one of the dominant influences in the 
prosperity and the economic program of the 
south, the importance of what is nothing 
less than a sort of declaration of industrial 
independence can hardly be overestimated. 

For the first time since its establishment, 
the display is held outside of the great 
western corn belt. That fact is in itself 
a recognition of the manner in which the 
south looms in diversified agriculture. It 
is peculiarly fitting that the exposition 
should be staged in South Carolina, the 
state that has for several years held the 
world’s record for volume of corn produc: 
tion to the acre. In another column The 
Constitution presents an analysis of the 
meaning and purpose of the show, written 
by no less an authority than W. E. Gon- 
gales, the brilliant editor of The Columbia 
State. 

The representative reach of the exposi- 
tion is demonstrated in the fact that twenty- 
seven states, ranging from Texas to New 
York and Georgia to Nebraska, are partici- 
pating, both by individual exhibits and 
through the presence of agricultural offi- 
)eials and experts. The feceral department 
of agriculture is also co-operating, and dur- 
ing the two weeks of the exposition the 
secretary and members of the house com- 
mittee on agriculture will be in attendance. 

A striking feature will be the exhibits 
of the boys’ and girls’ corn clubs, winnowed 
from scores of the enterprising counties of 
the south. Visitors from the four quarters 
of the nation will be shown that the new 
and larger spirit of industrial initiative is 
abroad among the youth of the south; they 
will see in the quick grasp of the essen- 
tials of the progress by the youngsters of 
both sexes one of the most indisputable 
guarantees of the forthcoming agricultural 
destiny of the section. 

Easily the most impressive moral of the 
display is, as has already been intimated, 
ocular demonstration that the south has 
entered upon the broader phases of its agri- 
cultural destiny. The remainder of the 
nation still cherishes the delusion that cot- 
ton yet monopolizes southern soil. At this 
exposition it will be shown that corn is 
rapidly gaining a position almost parallel 
with that of cotton, and that within a com- 
paratively few years the wider producing 
viewpoint of which corn is only a symbol 
will be characteristic of every county this 
side of Mason and Dixon’s line. The edu- 
cational stimulus of the exposition will 
also be considerable. Farmers who yet are 
skeptical regarding thd profit and feasibility 
of corn culture, of breaking away, in effect, 
from the old and hide-bound cultural tra- 
ditions of the south, will speedily be brought 
under conviction. 

Credit is due the people of Columbia for 
the enterprise and public spirit which 
makes possible the holding of so large an 
affair in a southern state. They have 
erected a splendid and commodious build- 
ing for the special accommodation of the 
exposition, and contributed other sums to 
defray the expenses involved in so ambi- 


tious a project.

It would not be surprising if out of the 
present welter of circumstances anarchy 
rises, and compels the western world to 
intervene and restore order. 

Turkey is simply paying the penalty, or 
rather the last chapter in the penalty, for 
failing to keep step with civilization. For 
centuries, and with recent added emphasis, 
she has been the butt and the plaything of 
the big powers, keeping her place and status 
in Europe mainly because of their jealousies 
and on account of a supple diplomacy which 
for guile and intrigue is not to be matched 
anywhere in the world today. 

Prophecy as to the outcome of the pre 
vailing situation is hazardous. The element 
that overthrew the officials who ceded 
Adrianople claim to be commissioned by 
“nublic sentiment.” But it is difficult to 
imagine a* cohesive public sentiment in a 
country so long oppressed and so long de- 
luded as to what constitutes the rights and 
limitations of the people. It is more prob- 
able that the flare-up at Constantinople is 
the symptom of feud between political fac- 
tions, the aggressors taking advantage of 
the confusion created by the tentative peace 
crisis to bring off their coup. 

Resumption of hostilities would be folly, 
unless the Turks are financed by European 
powers. That possibility is always to be 
considered, when the mutual jealousies and 
avarice of the European nations are regard- 
ed. When all is said, however, it remains 
that Turkey’s day in Europe is ended. It 
may be deferred yet a little while, and it 
may be accomplished under conditions more 
specious than those yet vouchsafed by the 
Balkan allies and the European chancel- 
lories. But the close of tne drama is cer- 
tainly in sight, and if it can be effected 
without a general carnage among the pow- 
ers of the old world there will be cause for 
universal gratification. 


UNJUST TO THE STORK. 


Atlanta is being grievously slighted by 
the stork, according to Statistics Clerk W.S. 
Hendon, of the city board of health. Ac- 
cording to figures he has compiled, the 
birth rate is far below what it should be in 
a city of Atlanta’s population. But Inspec- 
tor Augustus R. Gartrell explains the ap- 
parent slump and, indicates its cure with 
the statement that physicians right and left 
are violating the ordinance which penalizes 
them for not reporting births to the office 
of the health board. 

The Constitution has not once but many 
times protested against this omission on 
part of doctors and midwives, and urged 
that the provisions of the ordinance be ap- 
plied with such continuity as to bring re- 
form. The defect is more serious than ap- 
pears on the surface, and involves our en- 
tire antiquated method for the collection 
and preservation of vital statistics. 

From the casual standpoint only, failure 
to report births works the city harm in that 
it advertises to the world a disparity be- 
rates which is not 
grounded on fact. That is only the begin- 
ning of the mischief. For, as we have pre- 
viously shown, failure on part of the mu- 
nicipality, and the state also, to keep exact 
data regarding vital statistics may cast a 
cloud over the status of children born and 
to be born, and complicate litigation over 
property rights. 

In Europe and the more progressive 
American commonwealths, a perfect system 
for the registration of facts of this nature 
is in use. It is easily possible at a mo- 
ment’s notice to trace the lineage of the 
humblest member of the community. In 
Georgia there is no recourse more definite 
than old family Bibles and toppling tomb- 
stones. 

If the general assembly will enact a 
law remedying this condition and providing 
for the enforcement of stringent penalties 
for failure to properly and promptly report 
births and deaths, it will do the present 
and future generations a tangible service. 


THE GETTYSBURG OF PEACE. 


Secretary of War Stimson has approved 
the final plans for the celebration next July, 
by veterans in blue and gray, of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the battle of Gettysburg, on 
the historic field itself. The nation has ap- 
propriated $150,000, the state of Pennsylva- 
nia $250,000, and various southern and 
northern states other sums to defray the 
expense of transportation and of the great 
joint encampment. It is expected that be- 
tween sixty and seventy thousand survivors 
of both flags will be in attendance. 

Gettysburg may be said to have been 
the Armageddon of the civil war. In and 
around the tiny town was fought the fero- 
cious and bloody battle that proved the 
turning point in that momentous struggle. 
It is peculiarly appropriate that a reunion 
of blue and gray should here be held, since 
the battle bequeathed to each side almost 
equal legacies of valor and brilliance. To 
the exchange of the last shot, almost, the 
outcome was in doubt, so evenly matched 
was American bravery with American brav- 
ery. If the confederates suffered defeat, it 
was only after a struggle in which their 
prowess, their military efficiency and their 
dogged determination reached zenith. 

Today the rancor of the strife is forgot- 
ten. Sectional animosity is buried. The 
only traditions that survive are such as 
neither side would relinquish. It is an 
unusually happy coincidence that the cele- 
bration should fall in a year which marks 
the political rapprochement of north and 
south in a degree unparalleled since Ap- 
pomattox.

The Story of an Interview With James 
KR. Keene,

The late James R. Keene would have 
Sained high success as an editorial writer 
provided his duty required only two or 
three editorials a week. Before Mr. Keene 
Sained his first fortune he was, for a time, 
& newspaper writer In 
California. He realized, 
however, that swiftly 
intuitive as were the 
operations of his mind 
when engaged in specu- 
lation an entirely differ- 
ent mental operation 
was needed if he were 
to write for the news- 
Papers. 

In all his long career 
in New York he prob- 
ably never contributed 
more than a few brief 
and sententious utter- 
ances for newspaper 
publication, with a sin- 
gle exception. - 

There were, occasion- 
ally, publications which 
purported to give reports of long conversa- 
tions with Mr. Keene, but he always repudi- 
ated them, at least in private. 

The one occasion to which,I refer oc- 
curred in the late summer of 1877. It 
came within my personal observation. Mr. 
Keene has sustained the New York securi- 
ties market, single handed, in the darkest 
day of the panic which was caused by the 
great railway strike at Pittsburg and other 
parts of the west. The intense mental con- 
centration which this exploit occasioned 
caused Mr. Keene to collapse immediately 
after he had won his victory. He was threat- 
ened with paralysis of the brain. When 
convalescence began he was taken to Long 
Branch by his lifelong friend, the late “Sam” 
Ward. 

Charles A. Dana, at that time editor 
of the New York Sun, asked me to go to 
Long Branch and see if Mr. Keene would 
be willing to give me an interview, in which 
he would set forth his reasons for the pan- 
icky conditions and his outlook toward the 
future of the American securities market. 
Mr. Dana said to me that very likely I 
would be unable to induce Mr. Keene to talk, 
but that I was to assure him as much space 
as he required. Through the friendly aid 
of Mr. Ward, Mr. Keene was persuaded very 
reluctantly to give an interview. 

I found him propped up in bed. He was 
emaciated, and seemed very weak. But I 
observed that his eyes were bright and in 
the brief preliminary chat with: him I re- 
alized that there was no longer any danger 
of paralysis of his mental faculties. 

“What does Mr. Dana want me to say?’ 
he asked. “What am I to talk about?) 

I briefly answered these questions. \ 

After meditating a few moments Mr. 
Keene said: 

“Well, I will not give an interview. That 
is, I will not answer questions. I will, how- 
ever, state as briefly and concisely as I can 
what I regard as prevailing influences in this 
country and what my reasons are for looking 
very optimistically toward the future. But 
you musn’t interrupt me with any questions. 
Draw your chair close to my bed. I am not 
very strong and can hardly speak above a 
whisper.” 

After a few moments Mr. Keene began 
to dictate the article. He weighed every 
word. He frequently changed whole sen- 
tences. He rearranged paragraphs... I saw 
that his mind was intensely concentrated up- 
on this matter. I realized that he had a keen 
sense of what the right word should be. He 
was aiming constantly for lucidity of ex- 
pression. He wanted what he said to be so 
clearly expressed that a child could under- 
stand it. 

Mr. Keene was four hours in dictating 
what made a column and a half of The Sun. 
Then he was nearly two hours in revising 
my manuscript. It was six hours’ work, He 
was utterly exhausted and I was very tired 
when the work was finished. But when it 
appeared in The Sun it attracted wide at- 
tention, not merely for the importance of Mr. 
Keene's view, but as a. specimen of brilliant- 
ly lucid writing.

The World’s Mysteries 


THE LOST ROANOKE 
COLONY 


What became of the second Roanoke col- 
ony which Sir Walter Raleigh sent to Ameri- 
ca with which he expected to colonize Vir- 
ginia? The first colony he sent out, after 
undergoing great hardships, returned home 
to England. The second colony—well, no 
one knows what was its fate. When the 
third colony arrived all that it found was 
a ruined fort around which lay a number 
of whitened skeletons. These no doubt told 
the tale of their entire disappearance. 

The English had taken no pains to con- 
ciliate the local Indians and had doubtless 
been massacred by them. There was 108 
members in the lost Roanoke colony. While 
a few of them were no doubt destroyed, his- 
torians who have given a close study to the 
subject, believe most of them were not mur- 
dered. If they moved to another part of 
Virginia, why did later settlers never hear 
of them? The lost colony, wherever it settled 
after leaving Roanoke, would naturally have 
grown. In a few years nearly all Virginia 
was populated by newer expeditions, yet no 
sign of the Roanoke colonists could ever be 
found. 

Raleigh had determined to plant an agri- 
cultural state and to send immigrants with 
their wives and families, who should make 
their homes in the new world and that life 
and property might be secured, in January, 
1587, he granted a charter for the settlement, 
and a municipal government for the city of 
Raleigh. John White was appointed its gov- 
ernor; and to him, with eleven assistants, 
the administration of the colony was in- 
trusted. Transport ships were prepared at 
the expense of the proprietary. Queen Eliz- 
abeth, the godmother of Virginia, declined 
contributing to its education. They em- 
barked in April, and in July arrived on the 
coast of North Carolina. They were saved 
from the dangers of Cape Fear; and, passing 
Cape Hatteras, they hastened to the Isle of 
Roanoke, to search for the handful of men 
whom Grenville had left there as a garrison. 
They found the tenements deserted and over- 
srown with weeds; human bones lay scatter- 
ed on the field where wild deer were repos- 
ing. The fort was in ruins. No vestige of 
surviving life appeared. 


The instructions of Raleigh had desig- 
nated the place for the new settlement, on 
the bay of Chesapeake. But Fernando, the 
naval officer, eager to renew a profitable: 
traffic in the West Indies, refused his assis- 
tance in exploring the coast, and White was 
compelled to remain in Roanoke. It was 
there that in July the foundations of the 
city of Raleigh were laid. But the colony 
was doomed to disaster from the beginning, 
being quickly involved in warfare with the 
surrounding natives. With the _ returning 
ship White embarked for England, under the 
excuse of interceding for reinforcements 
and supplies. Yet, on the 18th of August, 
nine days previous to his departure, Eleanor 
Dare, the wife of one of the assistants, 
Save birth to a female child, the first off- 
spring of English parents on the soil of the 
United States. The infant was named for 
the place of its birth. 

The colony, now composed of eighty-nine 
men, seventeen worhen and two children. 
whose names are all preserved, might reason- 
ably hope for the speedy return of the gOV- 
ernor, as he left with them his daughter and 
his grandchild, Virginia Dare. The further 
history of this plantation is involved in 
gloomy uncertainty. The inhabitants of the 
city of Raleigh, the emigrants of England 
and the first-born of America awaited death 
in the land of their adoption. For, when 
White reached England he found its atten- 
tion absorbed by the threats of an invasion 
from Spain. Yet Raleigh, whose patriotism 
did not diminish his generosity, found means 
in April, 1588, to dispatch White with sup- 
plies in two vessels. But the company, de- 
siring a gainful voyage rather than a safe 
one, ran in chase of prizes, till one of them 
fell in with a man-of-war from Rochelle, and 
after a bloody fight was boarded and rifled. 
Both ships were compelled to return to Eng- 
land. 

The delay was fatal. The English king- 
dom and the Protestant reformation were in 
danger; nor could the poor colonists of Roan- 
oke be again remembered till after the dis- 
comfiture of the Invincible Armada. Even 
then Sir Walter Raleigh, who had already 
incurred a fruitless expense of $200,000, found 
his impaired fortune insufficient for further 
attempts at colonizing Virginia. 

More than another year elapsed before 
White could return to search for his colony 
and his daughter, and then the island of 
Roanoke was a desert. An inscription on 
the bark of a tree pointed to Croatan, but 
the season of the year and the dangers of 
the storm were pleaded as an excuse for 
the immediate feturn. The conjecture has 
been hazarded that the desert colony, neglect- 
ed by their own countrymen, were haspitably 
adopted into the.tribe (the Croatans), Hat- 
teras Indians. Raleigh long hoped to dis- 
cOver some vestiges of their existence and 
sent at his own charge and, it is said, at 
five different times, to search for his lege- 
men. But immigration received no help in 
its attempts to trace the fate of the colony 
of Roanoke.

Ponderous Personages 
ROBERT BURNS 


By GEORGE FITCH 


Author of ‘‘At Good Old Siwash’’

This is the birthday of Robert Burns. In- 
cidentally it is the only day on which a 
Scotchman is dangerous. Those wishing to 
commit suicide without an effort on their 
part will do well to asperse the poetry of 
Mr. Burns on January 25 in the presence 
of a Scotchman. 

Some people write poetry because they 
have nothing else to do and some because 
they can’t do anything else. Burns was one 
of the latter kind. He was the son of a 
small farmer and began his career as a 
ploughboy soon after his birth in 1759. How- 
ever, if agriculture in Scotland depended on 
Burns’ efforts the country would soon have 
become a desert. He was so poor as farmer 
that it was decided to educate him instead. 
This was done and Burns bégan to write 
poetry at a very early age. 

From that time Burns made his living 
from poetry. It was a very poor living up 
to the time of his death. 
gotten steadily better until now a great 
many people make their living from Burns’ 
poetry and the man who can recite his verses 
with the true Scotch accent which sounds 
like a drill cutting into a wisdom tooth need 
never worry about food and drink. 

Burns had a heart overflowing with senti- 
ment. If he had been an ordinary man this 
would merely have gotten him into trouble, 
but he was a poet and whenever he had a 
love affair he embalmed it in verse of such 
exquisite beauty that people would weep 
over it and thank Providence that virtue was 
not more rampant in Scotland in the eight- 
eenth century. Burns lived with the com- 
mon people in the common way most of his 
life and managed to find enough poetry in 
it to fill a fat book printed on thin paper. 
This should be a perpetual rebuke to the dis- 
contented folk who find nothing but fatigue 
and dreariness in any life which is not sat- 
urated in gasoline. 

Burns wrote his poetry in the Scotch dia- 
lect which ts a great advantage because when 
he could not find an English word to rhyme 
he could use a Scotch one. He loved Scot- 
land and made it so beautiful that tourists 
who visit it nowadays have much trouble 
in recognizing it. A good poet can make 
a paradise out of a mud hut on a stone hill 
while a bad business man can make a hell

Burns lived a crowded’and exciting life 
and those who have read his adventures with 
lassies and laws are surprised to find that 
he managed to pack it ail into 37 years. No 
people begin life so early as poets or make It 
hum so while they are about. it.

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DEBS ARRESTED FOR 
HINDERING JUSTIC 


Socialist Leader Gives $1,000 Bond 
for Appearance Before Federal 
Court in Kansas. 


Ind., January 24.—Eu- 
socialist candidate for 
president of the United States in the 
last election, was arrested here today 
on an indictment returned against him 
in the federal court for the third dis- 
trict of Kansas.

Debs was charged with obstructing | 


justice. 

Debs furnished $1,000 bond for his 
appearance at the May term of the 
United States court for the third Kan- 
sas dictrist. 

Debs wrote an expose of alleged con- 
ditions in the Fort Leavenworth pris- 
on for The Appeal to Reason, which’ 
caused a government investigation. 
The matter printed in The Appeal to 
Reason was considered obscene by the 
federal grand jury and action was 
brought against the editors for send- 
ing it through the mails. 

It is alleged that Debs encouraged 
the witnesses in this case to leave the 
jurisdiction of the court. Debs brands 
the indictment as an effort to ruin 
The Appeal to Reason. 

Debs declared he would fight the 
case to the limit, that he would employ 
no counsel, but simply tell his story 
to the jury. 

“The federal prosecutor in Kansas,” 
he said, “hired an ex-convict, it seems, 
to come to me and plead for financial 
aid, so that he could go to parts un- 
known and start life anew. Iprom- 
ised him the means he pleaded for, and 
now I am indicted upon the charge of 
having attempted to induce a witness 
to leave the jurisdiction f court. I 
promise that if this case comes to 
trial there will be some interesting 
developments before it comes to a 
close.”"

Presiding, United States District Court, 
Macon, Ga.: We, the grand jury, now 
in session, as a body, and as indi- 
viduals, thank your honor, and 
through you the officials of your court, 
for the courtesy shown us. Because of 
the consideration accorded jurors | 1in 
your courts, jury service has become 
almost a pleasure, 

We recall the time 
nately, United States courts, as con- 
ducted in this district, failed to enjoy 
the orlinary respect of citizens of the 
community, and were usually referred 
to in any save complimentary terms. 
We remember with appreciation the 
reform of court and jury body im- 
mediately after your accession to office, 
and the fact that since that time the 
best men of the community have been 
selected as jurors. Prosecutions for 
trivial violation of the revenue laws 
prevalent in former days were SUp- 
pressed by your honor, and your hu- 
mane treatment of those. since con- 
victed has brought about a practical 
cessation of important violations.

We have seen the 
plans of railroad wreckers defeated, 
interstate commerce and anti-trust 
laws enforced, members of trusts con- 
victed, and embezzlers of millions ac- 
tually placed within the wails of a 
penitentiary. 

It has been our pleasure, as citizens 
of this community, to observe that the 
richest and most powerful are accord- 
ed no protection which is not extendcd 
as freely to the poorest man in the 
land, or the most helpless orphan. Your 
ieaning, if any, has been toward the 
poor and oppressed, rather than the 
rich and powerful. The kind consider- 
ation always given the younger law- 
yers practicing in your courts receive 
the most favorable comment. 

We trust that it is not out of order 
for us to say that we recognize in the 
judge of the court a man fearless in 
discharge of duty, and without re- 
proach in official or private life.

Moyer’s Report. 


It costs $205.54 a year for the main-

tenance of each prisoner, according to 
the eleventh annual report of 
United States penitentiary near At- 
lanta completed for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1912. 

During the nine years Warden Moyer 
has been chief executive of the federal 
prison he has handled $90,432.78 be- 
longing to the convicts under his care. 


30, the average number of prisoners 
was 888, and 55 on parole. The report 
shows that 171 paroled prisoners let 
out during the last two fiscal years— 
1911 and 1912—have earned since they 
left the penitentiary $51,369.10, and 
that they have saved out of that sum 
$6,900.88. 

Concluding his report, Warden Moyer 
takes occasion to again emphasize hia 
plea for the parole of lifetime prison- 
ers Who have served fifteen years. 

In advocating the extension of the 
parole to the lifetime convict, Warden 
Moyer says: 

“On June 30, of the 59 prisoners in 
this penitentiary undergoing sentence 
of life imprisonment the conduct of 39 
has been excellent, 9 have shown good 
conduct, and 1i have been bad. Of 
those who are classed ag bad, one has 
not been reported for any offense for 
more than four yéars, one has not been 


were not reported for more than eight- 
een months, one has not been reported 
for more than fifteen months, and two 
have not been reported for more than 
twelve months, 

“I mention this as evidence that the 
existing parole law hag opened the 
door of hope to even those undergoing 
life imprisonment. I believe, therefore, 
that the enactment of the bill now 
pending before the United States pro- 
viding for the parole of prisoners un- 
dergoing life sentence will have a tre- 
mendous influence for good upon all 
Prisoners: undergoing life imprison- 
ment, including those who have been 
heretofore regarded as hopeless cases.”

INATION [AL CORN EXPOSITION 
AND ITS BIG MEANING 


.--@. E. Gonzales. 


The south wishes the world to un- 
derstand that cotton is not necessa- 
rily king in the south. 

At the time of the Jamestown expo-. 
sition I invited Colonel W. J. Bryan 
to visit the South Carolina exhibit, 
where lavish decorations had been ar- 
tistically wrought out of corn of many 
colors and forms. Colonel Bryan stop- 
ped and asked in surprise what claim 
South Carolina had to use corn as a 
product. “Her right,” I answered, “is 
by virtue of holding the official world's 
record for corn production per acre.” 
He confessed his’ astonishment, ac- 
knowledging he had not supposed any 
but a western state could set up as 
an important corn producer. 

There are millions of intelligent peo- 
ple who are as uninformed as was 
Mr. Bryan. For fifty-odd years South 
Carolina has held the record, first, with 
a yleld of 200 bushels and 12 quarts on 
an acre, then a third of a century later 
with 255 bushels and 3 pecks. That 
Stands today, but in the American corn 
contest three years ago, Jerry Moore, 
a South Carolina boy, won first prize 
on a yield of 227 bushels on an acre. 
These records, made at, different times. 
in different counties, demonstrate what 
the south can doin corn growing. 

Up to this year the National Corn 
expositions have been held in the great 
corn belt of the west. This exposition 
is known as the “biggest thing in 
agriculture in the United States.” It 
is purely educational and has no con- 
nection or association with any money- 
making schemes, land exploitation or 
the promotion of anything but im- 
proved agricultural methods and be'*- 
ter rural conditions. This year, com- 
mencing Janury and ending. Februa- 
ary 8, the fifth National Corn exposi- 
tion will be held in Columbia, S. C. 

To secure this educational featur» 
for the farmers of the southeast twvu 
things’ were necessary after interest- 
ing the management: First, provision 
for all expenses of the exposition, 
which included a year’s preliminary 
work, and, second, buildings for its 
accommodation. The main building 
erected primarily for this exposition, 
is a steel structure 400 by 165 feet. The 
decorations of this building include a 
Zreat painting on canvas nearly the 
sixth of a mile long, and presenting in 
panels landscapes typical of those 
states having exhibits. 

Several carloads of exhibits from the 
national department of agriculture are 
being placed, and the department, 
which is taking part with special au- 
thorization of congress, will make the 
best display ever before undertaken. 
The interest of the federal government 
is further indicated by the fact that 
the secretary of agriculture and the 
entire. agricultural committee of the 
house of representatives will attend in 
a body. 

An Educational Project. 

That this educational exposition is 
truly national is stil further illustrated 
by a list of states participating by 
sending exhibits featuring the resu!ts 
of the experimental and research work 
by their agricultural departments, 
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There are twenty-seven of them, and} 
they reach from Texas to New York 
and from Georgia to Nebraska. 

Addresses and lectures by specialists 
and experts will constitute one of the 
educational features and exhibits deal- 
ing especially “‘with problems of the 
rural school, the church and the home.’ 

During the two weeks of the expo- 
sition, organizations of state and na- 
tional scope will hold meetings in Co- 
lumbia. Among these are the annual 
meetings of the American Breeders’ as- 
sociation and the American Berkshire 
congress. <A department of eugenics, 
t@ be conducted as a part of the breed- 
ers’ association meeting, will be of 
especial interest to all members of the 
medical profession. 

An event of considerable interest 
will be a reunion of the students of 
the school formerly conducted in Co- 
lumbia by the late Governor Hugh s. 
Thompson. <A tablet will be dedicated 
on the site of the school, and inter- 
esting exercises will be held, taking 
place on January 27, the opening day 
of the exposition. An event of uniqte 
interest will be the »gathering here 
from many states, as guests of the 
exposition, of 800 boys who have won 
prizes in their counties in corn grow- 
ing contests. 

In its general educational scope, the 
exposition will give an understanding 
of the work done by the national de- 
partment of agriculture, by the agri- 
cultural departments of many states 
and the achievements of individuals 
of many states. It will, in a word, 
touch every phase of rural Hfe where 
the touching means giving knowledge 
for betterment. It is, of course, the 
last word in corn, but its great edu 
cational office is not confirmed to il 
luminating that subject.

The financial report, submitted by 
Treasurer Robert F. Maddox, showed 
that the yearly income of the Associ- 
ated Charities was $22,675.71. 
$8,134 consisted of special contribu- 
tions, and $10,576 membership dues. 
There are 1,700 members of the asso- 
ciation in Atlanta. 

Of the 22,675,71 which passed 
through the bank account of the As- 
sociated Charities, $8,581 paid the 
Salaries of the secretaries and agents 
who devoted their time to the “ser- 
vice” of the poor. Only $8,320 was 
paid in cash to the needy direct, and 
the remainder of the funds went for 
Other various kinds of service, such 
as furniture in bare homes, rent and 
light for the penniless, telegrams to 
locate the homes of drifters, and many 
Other little deeds of ‘‘service.” 

The total number of cases handled 
during the year was 2,026, 1,204 of 
them being new cases, while the rest 
were brought over from former years. 
The total number: of people involved 
Was 5,043. Of these 462 were over 60 
years of age, and 2,206 were under 14. 
There were 168 widows aided who had 
children under 14. There were. 156 
deserted wives who were given as- 
sistance. Sick families were helped 
to the "number of 321, while 332 fami- 
lies were assisted where the need was 
Caused by drunkenness or immorality. 

“One of the most important steps 
forward taken during the year,’ said 
Mr. Logan, in his report, “was made 
when the directors drafted and sought 
to haVe passed in the last legislature 
a law providing that the earnings of 
men convicted of wife-desertion should 
be devoted te their families. They 
will continue to urge the paBsage of 
this law, and to initiate and promote 
measures for the improvement of the 
condition of the poor, and the preven- 
tion of poverty.’

Whether he was out of form 
Or what is not evident, though we are 
prone to give Abel credit for his 
cleverness in making the New Yorker 
miss. Brown tried hard enough to land, 
but the elusive Abel was seldom in 
close contact, and when the famous 
Kay-o left hand started it either land- 
ed On empty air or on Abel’s well- 
placed guard. 

Brown forced the battle, .it is true. 
Abel carried the most cleverness, and 
he sensibly stayed away from Brown 
at all times, never seeing fit to stand 
up and mix it with him. Had he done 
so, there might have been a different 
story. 

Abel's plan of 
been carefully 


action had evidently 
planned before he 
reached Atlanta. But little advice was 
yelled to him “rom his corner during 
the rounds. His instructions were ev- 
idently specific at the start of the fight 
and he adhered to them throughout. 

Abel used a straight left throughout 
the battle with deadly accuracy. 
Brown seemed to run into it at all 
times, and when he attempted to hit 
Abel the elusive Jake was nowhere 
in sight. Every time Brown started 
one of his wild rushes he ran into a 
straight left to either the face or the 
body. 

Abel used a left hook at times dur- 
ing the battle, rocking Brown's head 
in several instances with it. But the 
Chattanoogan’s best wallop “was a 
short, right swing. He kept this in 
reserve, and only used it when Brown 
crowded him. 

Abel shot this right jolt to the face 


and body repeatedly, and Brown mo- 
mentarily slowed up every time that 
the blow got home. 

Brown’s efforts to hit Abel got ri- 
diculous as the bout progressed. Sel- 
dom did he land on the face, while the 
few body blows that he did land did 
not worry Abel at all. The crowd be- 
gan to jibe Brown and kept it up until 
the end, all the while urging Abel to 
better efforts.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, January 24.—-The cotton market has 
been extremely nervous and unsettled during the 
past week and there have been violent fluctua- 
tions. Reports that the recent severe decline 
had been followed by a considerable improvement 
in the demand for spots in the eouthern markets 
and the more favorable advices from the Balkans, 
received earlier in the week, started an active 
covering movement, but an advance of about 
$2.50 per bale found increased offerings, and re- 
ports of internal dissensions in Turkey cost prices 
a good part of the advance. On declines latterly, 
however, trade interests have shown more dispo- 
sition to buy, and with Interior spot markets 
still relatively steady, futures maintained sub- 
stantial rallleg toward the close of the week, 
while with speculative long accounts much re- 
duced offerings were less aggressive. The cen- 
Sua report, showing 13,001,264 bales ginned to 
January 16, proved about as expected. 

The uncertainty imparted to the domestic 
goods trade, as a result of talk of tariff revis- 
gion, does not yet appear to have materially modi- 
fied expectations as to the season's probable total 
requirement, and prevailing estimates are still 
around 14% or even 14% million bales. Bear- 
ishly-disposed traders, however, make a point of
